Tsetse control and some of the problems it raises for the entomologist. 
[ABSTRACT | 


The broad principles underlying Tsetse control will be briefly outlined and 
a distinction drawn between those species of tsetse living broadly dispersed 
over wide areas of woodland, and those whose distribution is more strictly 
confined to certain well-defined habitats in such a way that under certain con- 
ditions it is almost linear. Problems of control necessarily differ according to 
the category in which the species concerned may fall. Furthermore, methods 
of control are divided into those of direct and those of indirect attack. Various 
methods will be briefly discussed, with some of the biological problems which 
they raise.

Thanks were voted to donors of gifts to the Library since the last meeting 
The President extended a welcome to Father Emile Licent, $.J., Director of 


the Hoang ho Pai ho Museum, Tientsin, a specialist in the Jassidae, now on a 
visit to this country. Father Licent briefly rephed. 
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Mr. A. B. Ali, Mr. J. D. Bletchly and Mr. G. H. Youden signed the Obligation 
Book and were admitted Fellows of the Society. 


Communications were made by Dr. W. H. Thorpe and Mr. J. D. Bletchly, 
abstracts of which appeared on page 6. 


Dr. O. W. Richards, Dr. C. B. Williams, Mr. E. 8. Brown, Mr. W. H. Potts, 
Dr. H. E. Hinton and others took part in the subsequent discussions. 


The Secretary, on behalf of Mr. HE. C. Riggall, of Louth, Lines, exhibited a 
teratological specimen of Timarcha goettingensis L. (corvarva Laich.) (Col. CHRYSO- 
MELIDAE), and said that Dr. K. G. Blair, who had communicated the specimen, 
drew attention to the relatively large outgrowth on the shoulder ‘of the right 
elytron, almost suggesting a foreign body accidentally attached to it. HExamina- 
tion of the specimen, however, confirmed that it was an outgrowth, and that the 
normal upper membrance of the elytron was continuous over the whole. The 
tip was almost free and was pierced by a deep hole, so that it was more or less 
a hollow cylinder. Actually it appeared to be a reduplicated elytron, small 
and imperfectly developed, as was frequently the case in the reduplicated wings 
more often found in the Lepidoptera, when the edges were rather curled inwards 
beneath and fused at the apex to form the round hole. As in the wings of Lepidop- 
tera, the reduplication had not prevented the full development of the normal 
elytron. 


The occurrence was analogous to the reduplication of a leg from a point 
along the femur, but there appeared to be no previous record of the reduplication 
of an elytron in the Coleoptera. The specimen had been presented to the Natural 
History Museum for its teratological collection.
